Williams has chalked up many 
age-group records in his young 
career. He was named Southern 
California CIF track and field 
athelete of the year for 1973; was 
victorious in the California state 
meet two-mile; won the California 
Interscholastic Association mile and 
the two-mile, on the same day ; won 
this season’s CIF 4-A cross country 
individual 
title; 
set a national 
record this year for the U.S. Track 
and 
Field 
Association 
“ postal 
times’’ three mile and led the nation 
in “ postal times’’ two mile; won the 
Times Indoor and Sunkist Indoor 
pre two-mile races this year and 
last, and was the number one junior 
in last year’s “ postal times’’ hour 
run, topping the nation with 11 
miles, 1,277 yards. 


The youth has not missed a single 
day of training since Christmas, 
1971. He ran 4,669 miles in training 
in 1972 and 4,106 miles in 1971. 


Williams was class valedictorian 
at Lompoc High School this year and 
compiled a 4.0 grade point average 
in his senior year.

Rep. Robert F. Drinan, D-Mass a 
Jesuit priest, said in introducing the 
resolution Tuesday that “ I have 
come to the point where 1 must 
follow my convictions and my 
conscience and recommend that the 
House of Representatives pursue its 
duty under Article 2 Section 4 of the 
Constitution which provides for the 
impeachment of the President.’’ 


House Democratic leader Thomas 
P. 
"T ip ” 
O’Neill, 
also 
from 
Massaschusetts, described Drinan 
“ an outspoken liberal and well- 
known anti-Nixonite” and said he 
was “ the worst person in the House 
to take such an action.” 
Drinan 
said 
four 
recent 
disclosures 
alone 
justify 
im­ 
peachment, but the one that pushed 
him over the brink to introduction of 
his resolution was the revelation 
that Nixon “ conducted a totally 
secret air war in Cambodia for 14 
months prior to April 30,1970.“ 
On that date, Drinan said, Nixon 


told the American people that for 
the previous five years the United 
States had “ scrupulously” observed 
Cambodia’s neutrality “ with the full 
knowledge 
that 
he 
personally 
ordered thousands of B52 air raids 
over Cambodia” during that time 
Other Nixon matters which justify 
impeachment 
apart 
from 
the 
Watergate break-in, Drinan said, 
“ include 
taping 
White 
House 
conversations 
without 
the 
knowledge 
of 
participants, 
impounding money appropriated by 
Congress for various programs, and 
establishing a national police force 


accountable onlv to himself ” 


Drinan quickly picked up praise 
for 
his 
resolution 
although 
he 
admitted in an interview with UPI 
that his colleagues were reluctant to 
endorse it. He said they favored 
waiting for a conclusion of the 
Senate Watergate hearings 


“ But 
only 
the 
House 
has 
jurisdiction” in an impeachment 
proceeding, he said and pointed out 
“ the Watergate committee can't get 
into the question of impeachment.”

Weicker also produced another 
memo, from Haldeman, the former 
chief of staff at the White House, to 
John W. Dean III, the former White

Key to 
eradication 
of insect

(Editor’s note: this is the second 
in a series.) 
In outmaneuvering the Lettuce 
Root Aphid, the flying- underground 
creature that threatens this year to 
obliterate acres of the Lompoc 
Valley’s $9 million lettuce crop, the 
insects life cycle is the key. 
For the same cycle that makes the 
aphids dangerously invulnerable to 
insecticide sprays once among the 
crops also provides what growers 
consider 
an 
eloquently 
simple 
pathway to their extinction. 
After swarming, as they are at 
this moment, from their exclusive 
winter hosts, the Lombardy Poplar, 
the aphids go underground to attack 
lettuce roots and, experts say, are 
then invulnerable to insecticide 
treatment. 
This is already the situation now 
in a number of valley lettuce fields 
with summer harvesting underway 
and the spring harvest yet to follow 
through November. 
Local experts, who have just 
identified the flying aphid as the 
source of late crop damage last 
season, say it’s already too late this 
year to bring the pest chemically 
under control. But local growers are 
eyeing 
a 
number 
of 
stop-gap 
measures. They’re also hoping, as 
farmers always have, that luck this 
time will team up with them. 
Before 
planting, 
parathion, 
a 
highly toxic but short duration 
insecticide can be disced into the 
soil. It’s costly to do this, though, 
and the chemical will only protect 
lettuce during early gorwth. After 
that it’s just a matter of hoping you 
can harvest your lettuce before the 
aphids do. 
More persistent insecticides, like 
DDT, have been found dangerous to 
the overall biosphere and have been 
outlawed. 
No valley land has been treated 
with parathion yet, so it’s probably 
not going to be a strong defense this 
season.

“ Is it your job before you issue the 
memorandum to make sure that it 
either is or is not the case?” 
Weicker demanded, his voice angry 
“ Isn’t that what this country’s 
ab(iul?”

In order to keep the aphids from the lettuce roots, 
growers can over irrigate or tamp down the soil around the 
plants. The creatures lack digging appendages and will die 
on the surface. But these procedures make for less than 
optimum lettuce growth and invite crop diseases 
Frequent cultivation can seal some ground fissures used 
by the pests as front doors to the lettuce roots, but hardly 
all of them 
F arm ers also have the option to release hoards of 
predator lady bugs to patrol the lettuce plants and devour 
the aphids But the tickle lady bugs also have wings and 
frequently just fly away from the field in which they're 
released 
These are some ol the stop gap measures growers could 
take this season All are chancy and none seem worth a 
large wager 
It is always possible, too, that nature might bo cruel to 
the aphid this year 
The insects must migrate from 
Lombardy Poplars located in town, at the east end ol the 
valley, to the lettuce fields, at the west end The normal 
wind direction here is up the valley, from west to east If 
prevailing winds hold up for weeks, chances are that many 
fewer aphids will make it to the fields But. again, contrary 
winds are frequent. There was an east wind condition only 
last week, in fact 
There may also be hoards of naturally occurring ladybugs 
or predator wasps waiting for the aphids on the fields. 
Even with plenty of lead time, the growers and Coburn 
say, and expensive tree spraying and soil preparation, the 
aphids will remain a perennial and costly economic 
adversary to valley lettuce, always threatening to flood 
uncontrolled through Lompoc's salad bowl 
“ There are a lot of unknowns,” Coburn summerized 
“ There are a lot of things that could happen to that bug 
between the time it leaves for the field and until the time 
the lettuce is cut Potentially, it's really a threat We may 
have a fluke condition this vear and he doesn't make it (to 
the lettuce): he can t buck the winds or there’s a hundred 
million ladybugs out there waiting for him and the grower 
hits every irrigation ditch just right and the ground never 
cracks.. But when you start projecting this over a long 
term, someplace along the line we re going to lose a lot of 
lettuce, it’s just inevitable." 
But, Coburn and the growers add. there is a place to hit 
the Lettuce Root Aphid once and for all 
Where he lives. 
The creatures unswervingly m ate and reproduce only in 
the bark on the stem s of the Lombardy Poplar, nowhere 
else. To remove the aphid once and for all. gorwers are 
observing, remove the trees

Hatch Act 


A recent U.S. Supreme Court decision upholding the 
Hatch 
Act 
which 
prohibits 
federal 
employes 
from 
participating 
in 
political 
cam paigns 
may 
have 
repercussions in California 
For the court at the same time upheld a similar law 
enacted by the State of Oklahoma And California ha^ a 
little Hatch Act" not unlike the federal and Oklahoma 
laws. 


While the laws have been on the books for many years, 
the court decisions are expected to have ramifications here 
for the reason there has been a growing belief the l aws 
would not be sustained by the court 
Because of this, 
enforcement, in many instances, has been lax and there 
have been frequent examples of flagrant violations. 
The ruling may also raise some questions about the 
political fund maintained by the California State Employes 
Association A recent Attorney General opinion, predicated 
on the theorem that California s law is constitutional, held 
the fund not violative but no court test has been made The 
fund was created primarily to finance the employe efforts 
last year to pass a ballot proposition taking away the 
governor's power in salary' m atters The measure was 
overwhelmingly defeated even though the organization 
spent over $1 million in the campaign 
But some of the funds were used in behalf of candidates 
And the fund, supported by assessments on state worker 
members, is still being maintained, presumably to support 
friendly legislators 
Both the Hatch Act and the Oklahoma law s were attacked 
on the grounds they were “ overbroad or vague 
and 
represented “outmoded doctrine 
The Supreme Court thought otherwise The laws, it said, 
"confirm the judgment of history, a judgment made by this 
country over the last century that it is m the best interest of 
the country, indeed, essential, that federal service should 
depend upon meritorious performance rather than political 
service 
The court reached back to Thomas Jefferson 
who, it stated, was "disturbed by the political activities ot 
federal employes and issued an order barring them from 
electioneering 
In view ol the decisions it is almost a certainly that this 
state s ’little Hatch Act 
would withstand a challenge in 
the courts 
But even without the California law. the tederal law has 
been interpreted to include not only federal employes but 
those* of any state or local jurisdictions whose salaries are 
partly funded with federal money This, ot course, cuts a 
broad swath and affects thousands of state and Local 
workers 
Further, since the federal law could be construed to 
include political contributions as 
an active part in 
political campaigns 
it could mean that contributions to 
employe organization political lunds would 1m* violative, the 
attorney general opinion not w ithstanding 
The employes, needless to say are not happy with the 
rulings of the Supreme Court They have never been happy 
with the Hatch Act or the state law They contend it places 
them in the category ol "second class citizens 
1 hey claim

Suit denied to block excavation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - For the first 
time in 10 weeks of Watergate hearings, 
the hundreds of people crammed into the 
marble hall fell silent all at once as the 
senator and the witness regarded one 
another nq something less than mutual 
admiration. 
Across that breath-holding hush, the 
glare exchanged Tuesday by Sen. Lowell P. 
Weieker Jr. and U.K. Haldeman bespoke 
what more than 5,000 pages of transcribed 
testimony has not quite captured — the 
deep divisions carved by the scandal and 
the clash of philosophies it has come to 
represent. 
“ Who 
set 
the 
example 
for 
what 
happened?” Weieker had demanded a few 
moments earlier, 


“ I don’t believe that anyone has to set an 
example...” replied Haldeman, who until 
last spring was regarded as the most 
powerful 
man in Washington next to 
Richard M. Nixon himself 


“ Because I still stand foursquare behind 
the statement that this was the most 
outstanding, most dedicated and most able 
group of people with whom 1 have ever 
been associated and with whom I ever hope 
to be associated ." 
“ But 
Mr. 
H aldem an," 
Weieker 


protested. “ I think that in light of the facts 
that are coming out that both you and I 
would agree that this went far beyond just 
a few men breaking into the Watergate. 
But rather it’s revealed...a situation both 
in 
the 
Committee

President and within the White House 
whereupon everything that was touched 
was corroded. ” 
Haldeman 
regarded 
W eieker, 
a 
Connecticut Republican who months ago 
called for his resignation, icily. 
“ No, sir. I will not in any way, shape or 
form accept that allegation or contention,” 
he said “ There is no way that any man in 
this country can establish and make the 
case that everything in the White House, or 
everything that the White House touched, 
was corroded And I think that does a great 
disservice to this country to even state 
it...” 
“I would only say this,” Weieker shot 
back. “That the real problem is that your 
definition as to who does a disservice to the 
country has always been far too broad a 
definition.” 
The audience gasped and tell silent. Rage 
rose and then fell in Haldeman s pale blue 
eyes as he regarded Weieker across the 
massive committee table. He gritted his 
teeth, looked away and did not reply. 


SACRAMENTO (DPI) — A Superior Court judge has 
turned down a suit by Secretary of State Edmund G. Brown 
Jr to block excavation of an ancient Indian village at the 
planned site of a new governor's mansion.

Phillips said preparation of such a report would be 
“ premature’’ because information gathered in the dig could 
be included in an environmental impact report for the 
entire mansion project, which is required by law. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan’s office, which has criticized 


Brown’s suit as an “obvious political ploy to gain 
publicity,” said it was “delighted with the judge’s ruling.

gubernatorial nomination, filed the suit July 15 —the same 
day the excavation was to have started. The Department of 
Parks and Recreation voluntarily agreed not to dig until the 
judge gave his permission. 
The dig, for which the legislature had appropriated 
$110,000, would be the first step toward actual construction 
of the $1.3 million mansion in suburban Carmichael. The 
site is believed to contain the remains of a 3.000-year-old 
Maidu Indian village and burial ground.

Secretary of State Edmund G. Brown Tuesday said the 
spending total was reported in a campaign statement filed 
with his office by Californians for Lower Taxes, a group 
formed by Reagan to place the measure on the ballot. 
The statement showed the largest contributors were Dart 
Industries of Los Angeles, Challenge-Cook Bros., Inc., of 
Los Angeles, and P.F. Jung of Standard Oil of California, 
each of whom gave $10,000. The Beverly Hills Lincoln 
Mercury gave $5,000. 
The largest individual contributor was David Packard, 
former deputy of denense during President Nixon’s first 
term who resides in Los Altos Hills. He contributed $5,000. 
“ Records in my office indicate that the Reagan tax 
limitation drive was one of the most costly initiative 
qualification campaigns ever conducted,” Brown said.

Sports mag in libel suit 


BUFFALO, N.Y. (U PI) — Saying charges that the company was 
connected with the Mafia were “ wholly false, without foundation, 
scandalous, defamatory and libelous” the Buffalo-based Emprise 
Corporation Tuesday filed a $50 million libel suit against the publisher 
of Sports Illustrated magazine. 
The action brought against Time Inc. said the May 29, 1972 issue of 
the sports weekly featured a photograph of the founder of the 
concession, the late Louis M. Jacobs, with a caption “ The Godfather 
of Sports,” which implies that Jacobs headed “ a Mafia-type 
organization in the sports world.” 
The suit was filed by Jacobs’ sons, Jeremy and Max. 
The suit said the firm experienced “ a substantial loss” of revenues 
because the story said Emprise had advanced large amounts of money 
to “ Mafia figures, mobsters, Mafia dons and hoods” in return for 
concession rights. 
The action seeks $15 million in compensatory damages, $15 million 
in punitive damages for Emprise and $10 million in compensatory and 
punitive damages for the Jacobs Brothers. 
Last month, the company filed a $20 million suit against Arizona 
Congressman Sam Steiger and two rival concession firms for 
allegedly trying to drive Emprise out of business.

LOS AN GELES (U P I) — A $1 million damage suit was filed in 
Superior Court Tuesday seeking to stop the Muhammad Ali-Ken 
Norton heavyweight rematch Sept. 10.

Hank, if they hadn't stopped 
pitching to you because you're 
a Jew. you could have broken 
Ruth’s record ' 


And I tell them. 
Non­ 
sense.' They pitched to me I 
just didn’t hit enough homers. 
Anti-Semitism had nothing to 
do with it.'' 


Hank Greenberg, like Hank 
Aaron today, came close in 
1938 to breaking a Babe Ruth 
home run record. Greenberg 
hit 58 homers that season, two 
short of the single-season re­ 
cord set by Ruth in 1927. Aar­ 
on, of course, is closing in on 
Ruth's career homer record of 
714 


Aaron has been openly dis­ 
gusted by the racial hate mail 
he receives, some of which 
begins. “ Dear Nigger.” The 
writers of these letters are 
incensed at Aaron's icono- 
clasm, that he is stepping on 
the toes of a spiked-shoe deity 
in Ruth 


Greenberg says he received 
very little hate mail or even 
catcalls from the stands dur­ 
ing that 1938 season 


Although it was a time of 
open anti-Semitism in the 
United States — many major 
firms refused to hire Jews, 
and much housing was also 
closed to them — there was a 
surprising degree of sympa­ 
thetic feeling toward Jews 
here. 


Recall, in June of 1938. Joe 
Louis 
knocked 
out 
Max 
Schmeling 
in

round. 
Schmeling was the darling of 
Hitler Germany. This was 
hailed as a victory over the

And Greenberg himself was

Why then the legend that 
the pitchers wouldn't pitch to 
Greenberg at the end of ’38?

Supervisor salaries 


The County board of supervisors is fast 
building a subject which we predict will be 
one of the most controversial matters 
faced by the board in the past few years — 
a change in policy on their own positions 
from part-time to full-time, full-service 
and a commensurate salary to accompany 
the change. 


A general discussion was held Monday 
by the board and they wisely agreed to set 
a public hearing on the matter for Monday, 
August 27. 


There is no doubt in our minds that the 
position of supervisor requires full-time 
participation in order that the job be done 
correctly. 
Furthermore, 
we 
strongly 
believe that the “honorarium” received by 
board members in the past many years has 
stifled* outstanding 
candidates 
from 
running for the post on the basis that they 
could not afford to. We have always felt 
that the responsible position of supervisor 
should not be open to just those who could 
afford to be supervisor.

On the other hand, the County board of 
supervisors is a policy making body. The 
nitty-gritty work of carrying out policy is 
left to the high-paid professionals in the 
bureaucratic 
labyrinths 
of 
county 
government. 
Supervisors, 
themselves, 
even have field deputies to take care of the 
routine matters of the office and to attend 
the various meetings necessary to keep a 
supervisor apprised of the needs and wants 
of his constituents. 
We would frankly oppose tying the 
supervisorial 
salaries 
to 
those 
of 
municipal judges. 
We 
feel 
that this 
increase would be exorbitant to begin 
with, $33,000 per year, and the municipal 
judge salaries are at the whim of the State 
legislature. 
We would support a judicious salary 
increase for the supervisors, a happy 
medium somewhere between the $33,000 
and the present $14,227 per year. However, 
we strongly feel that the taxpayer should 
have the final say in the matter whether by 
concensus as the result of public hearings 
on the subject, or by vote.

government, then he is in a dubious

e x e c u tiv e , 
s p e c ific a lly 
the 
Department of Justice, and the 
legislature. 
To prosecute those charged with 
breaking the law in the Watergate 
scandal Cox must have relevant 
passages 
from 
the 
tapes 
and 
relevant documents. To go into 
court without this material will 
almost 
certainly 
invite 
defense 
attorneys to call for a mistrial on 
the ground that material evidence 
cannot be obtained 
As precedent 
has shown, the judge would be very 
likely to declare a mistrial and the 
defendants would go free. 
As 
principals 
in 
the 
mutual 
protective society Ehrlichman and 
Haldeman are performing valiantly. 
While Haldeman, whose turn is 
next, 
may 
lack 
Ehrlichman’s 
incredible arrogance, he will put up 
the same defense of their principal. 
It is inherently so brazen, so defiant 
of the laws of God and man, as to 
win respect not for the little lie but 
for the big lie. 
The damage being done to the 
administration and to men of honor 
trying to hold their heads above the

President agreeing to abide by the 
decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 


This will put responsibility for 
resolving the gravest constitutional 
crisis in the history of the Republic 
on the third branch of government. 
It is a fearsome burden for a 
tribunal the President has done 
everything possible to politicize. To 
separate the ultimate decision from 
Politics will be difficult: if not 
impossible, with four of the justices 
having been named to the high court 
by President Nixon.

questioned in an earlier column the 
objectivity of Chief Justice Warren 
E. Burger in the event that he 
should have to preside, as the 
constitution requires, over a trial 
for impeachment of the President in 
the Senate.

The assumption over the years has 
been that once in that high office for 
life a justice sheds his political 
prejudices, and experience over the 
years 
often 
con firm s 
that 
assumption. 
Yet 
the 
President’s 
repeated 
insistence that he must find “strict 
constructionists” for the court and 
his embittered reaction when the 
Senate refused to confirm two of his 
nominees cast a long shadow over 
the independence of the tribunal. 
Increasingly in recent months the 
Nixon appointees have voted as a 
bloc on the “strict constructionist” 
side. 
Human institutions, as the present 
upheaval shows all too clearly, are 
fragile at best. They can withstand 
shock and strain in a time of 
troubles only when men of honor put 
principle before power.

If 
a 
timetable can be maintained, the 
CHP will have its own ordained 
ministers in selected areas ot the 
state by the beginning of next year. 
This doesn’t mean that you will be 
stopped by an ordained minister 
when in violation of the vehicle 
code. This doesn’t mean that you 
will receive a lecture on morality by 
a CHP officer in a Roman collar 
Well, then, why a chaplain's corps 
for the highway patrol?

thing, 
according to O.K. 
Camenish, 
inspector

the patrol’s training 
division and project

of

If it is found 
that CHP has insufficient numbers 
of properly ordained personnel from 
within its ranks, the organization 
may take on volunteers and orient
